m ense tiar, wliich it took ns an bonr to 
clear. 
The m uddy w aters of the river 
project m any inilfis seaw ard ami are 
noticeable about the tim e land is sig ht­ 
ed. 
Then* are m» steerimj: m arks or 
lii^htH or liL?htlioTises on this coast ot 
Venezuela. 
The river loses half its 
w idth abont 50 miles above the Hoea 
G rande, and the lianks on either side, 
very low throiiLihont the delta ri*L<ioii, 
are 
thickly covered wdtli 
trees and 
idants. The trofiicHl vegetation is sum p 
fm .nsly beautifnl. 
“I made a point of stopping wherever 
there were any considerable Ameriean 
interests near the Orinoco. The first 
place of this character was Manoa, the 
Beat of the Inmtaca mines. These eoim* 
ont almost to the water’s edge at Ma­ 
noa, which is situated on the Imataea 
river, alwuit five miles alsive its eon- 
fluence with the Orinoco. The mines are 
rich in iron «ire of a very desirable (jnal- 
Ity, and there is at this time a tight 
over their poBsession in the Venziielaii 
courts. 
“Santa Catalina, an ancient hamlet 
on the Santa Catalina river, three miles 
from its junction with the Orinoco, is 
the headquarters of the Orinoco Com­ 
pany, limited, an American company 
which has a concession from the Vene­ 
zuelan government authorizing it to ex­ 
ploit some 2,000 square miles of terri­ 
tory in the t)rinoco valley. The eom- 
jmny has erected a large frame building 
at Santa Catalina, which it uses ai« of 
fice« and living rmmis for its ofticers 
Much w'ork in the way of researeli and 
exploration has been accomplished, hut 
no organized olTorts at colonization hav«- 
been made. The main product from tin* 
lands of tin* (»riiioeo eomiiany at iir<*s*>nt 
is balata, a snhstitnte for rnhher. Tln-re 
am great jiossihilities for \vork and 
wealth on tin*eoiu'esHion of the Orinoco 
com])any, and there is every mason to 
think that the inim'ral dejKisits are va­ 
ried and rich. The soil is extremely fer­ 
tile and the climate as agreeable as it is 
anywhere in this part of the country. 
The Drinoeo company has a capital 
stock of $:tO.OOO,ODO. 
“The first town of consequence at 
which we stopped w*as Barrancas, aliout 
half way between the month of the 
OnmKio and Ciudad Bolivar. It is also 
near the mouth of the Macareo, a delta 
stream wliicli enters the gulf of Paria. 
nut a great distanee from Port of 
Spain and which furnishes the oidy 
prat ticahle inland route for river steam­ 
ers from I’ort of Spain to Orinoco. Bar­ 
rancas is of some commercial interest, 
for the reason that it is an assembling 
and shipping point for cattle, most of 
which are sent to Cuba. This trade has 
come into being since the war. 
“The Wilmington alstistopped at St 
Felix, a town of aoine2,(»Ud inhahhants, 
.six or tdght hours fnuu Barrancas iu 
the dirt'ction «if Ciudad Bolivar. This 
is the point of departure from the riv«*r 
for p«'rsons houiHl for the El Callao geld 
mining district. It is stated that mere 
than $40,01)0,000 in gold has been sliip- 
ped from St. Felix in recent years 
There has hei'ii for H«w«*ral years little 
activity in this region, but there are 
indications that a revival of interest is 
at hand, and American capitali.sts are 
trying to get from the Venezuelan gov- 
enmieut a concession giving them au­ 
thority to build a railroad from St.

an interesting account of the voyage to 
the state departm ent. He says in part 
“ The Orinoco river is about 20 miles 
wide at its mouth aud flows over an im­ 
mense bar, which it took us an hour to 
clear. 
The muddy w aters of the riv'-r 
project many miles seaward and are 
noticeable about tho tim e land is sight, 
ed. 
There an* no steering m arks or 
lights or lighthouses on this coast <>t 
Venezuela. 
The river loses half its 
w idth about 50 miles above tho Boca 
Grande, and the banks on either side, 
very low throughout the delta region, 
are thickly covered with trees and 
plants. Th*- tropical vegetation is sum p­ 
tuously beautiful. 
“ I inadea point of stopping wherever 
there were any considerable American 
interests near the Orinoco. 
The first 
place of this character was Manoa, the 
seat of the Im ataca mines. These come 
out almost to the w ater’s edge at Ma­ 
noa, which is situated on the Im ataca 
river, about five miles above its con­ 
fluence with the Orinoco. The mines are 
rich in iron ore of a very desirable qual 
tty , and there is at this tim e a fight 
over their possession in the Venzuelan 
courts. 
“ Santa Catalina, an ancient hamlet 
on the Santa Catalina river, three miles 
from its junction w ith the Orinoco, is 
the headquarters of the Orinoco Com­ 
pany, lim ited, an Am erican company 
which has a concession from the Vene­ 
zuelan governm ent authorizing it to ex­ 
ploit some 2,000 square miles of tern 
tory in the Orinoco valley. 
The com 
pany has erected a large frame building 
a t Santa Catalina, which it uses ai* of 
flee* and living rooms for its officers 
M uch work in the way of research and 
exploration has been accomplished, but 
n<> organized efforts at colonization have 
been made. The m ain product from the 
lands of the Orinoco company at present 
is balata, a substitute for rubber. There 
are great possibilities for work and 
wealth on the concession of tho Orinoco 
company, and there is every reason to 
think that the m ineral deposits are va­ 
ried and rich. The soil is extremely fer­ 
tile and the clim ate as agreeable as it is 
anyw here in this part of the country. 
The Orinoco company has a capital 
stock of $;i0,000,000. 
“ Tho first town of consequence at 
which we stopped was Barrancas, about 
half way between the m onth of the 
Orinoco and Ciudad Bolivar. 
It is also 
near the m outh of the Macareo, a delta 
stream which enters the gulf of Paria, 
not a great distance from Port of 
Spain and which furnishes the only 
practicable inland route for river steam ­ 
ers from Port of Spain to Orinoco. Bar­ 
rancas is of some commercial interest, 
for the reason that it is an assembling 
and shipping point for cattle, most of 
which are sent to Cuba. This trade has 
come into being since the war. 
“ The W ilm ington also stopped at St 
Felix, a town of some 2,OOO inhabitants, 
six or eight hours from Barrancas in 
the direction of Ciudad Bolivar. 
This 
is the point of departure from the river 
for persons bound for the El Callao gold 
m ining district. 
It is stated th at more 
than $40,000,000 in gold has been ship­ 
ped from St. Felix in recent years 
There has been for several years little 
activity in this region, but there are 
indications th at a revival of interest is 
at hand, and American capitalists are 
trying to get from the Venezuelan gov­ 
ernm ent a concession giving them au­ 
thority to build a railroad from St. 
Felix to the goldfields, some 15 miles 
distant. 
When this road is built, it 
will be one of the most profitable in 
South America, for all the traffic to 
and from the mines will have to pass 
over it and the region will develop rup 
idly when it has comm unication by roil 
w ith the outside world. 
“ At G uanta, the port for Barcelona, 
which is 12 miles inland, we found the 
president of the state aw aiting us. 
He 
was entertained on the W ilm ington and 
one of the Colt autom atic guns was 
fired for bis diversion. 
This gun, firing 
some SUO shots a m inute, produced a 
vivid impression bere, as it did else­ 
where. 
I made a point of having this 
gun tired any tim e there were any 
arm y officials on board, and Hie result 
is that an order has been sent to the 
U nited States for several of them. This 
is the first order for artillery that has 
been sent to the United States by the 
Venezuelan government for a very long 
time. 
Indeed there is no record of any 
lither. 
“ The visit of the W ilm ington made 
a strong and an agreeable impression 
wherever she went in Venezuela. 
The 
epic ii did condition and appearance of

“ Th** steamer Aorangie, from A ustra­ 
lia, brings nows of tin* arrest of the 
commander of th** Germ an warship 
Falk*-, at Apia, for supplying arm s to 
M ataafa.

All authorities agree that it is next 
ti impossible to decide with any degree 


.1 accuracy which tribes formed the 
original inhabitants of the islands, al- 
thongh various data lead to the belief 
that they were the Negritos and the 
Indios, who to this day form two dis­ 
tinct races. 
When the Spaniards first 
landed, it was their belief that the N e­ 
gritos were the aborigines and that the 
Indians subsequently invaded the ter­ 
ritory, driving the Negritos back into 
the interior. The Indians are today the 
predominating race, while the Negritos 
are found only in the provinces of 
Bataan, Mariveles, Nueva Eeija and on 
tile island of Mindoro. 
The Indios are said to have received 
thm name on the first landing of the 
Spaniards on account of their resem­ 
blance to the 
Spanish-American In­ 
dians 
Hut they have many points in 
i . lumen with the Malay. Their color is 
tie same -and the features, character 
and i ustoms are similar. 
The Tagalog 
is somewhat better looking and more 
• nil. than the Malpv, but the Yisayan, 
another branch of the Indios, differs 
very little from the Malay. The term 
“ Indio” is at present applied to those 
Filipinos who have accepted the author­ 
ity of the whites and the ministration 
ol the Catholic clergy. 
Those tribes to the south who have 
steadily adhered to their Mohammedan 
religion are called Moros, or Moors, while 
the savage tribes who had never sub­ 
mitted to civilized government and who 
Mill practice their old pagan rites are 
termed Infidels, or Infidels. The tribes 
of the Indios predominating at the pres­ 
ent time are the Tagalogs, or Tagals, 
the Visayans, the Cebuanos and the 
Ilocanos, the latter two much less im ­ 
portant than the former. 
Of the former the most numerous are 
the Visayans, inhabiting the group of 
Hands to the south of Luzon. 
They 
number some 2,500,000 souls. 
Next in 
importance as to numbers are the Ta- 
gals, who are said to he the most ad­ 
vanced and civilized of all the Filipinos. 
There are about 1,500,000 speaking the 
Ugalese tongue.

Minister Loomis Writes of Inte­ 
rior Venezuela’s Resources. 


MINES ARE RICH IN IRON AND GOLD.

The Hon Frank H. Loomis, minister 
to Venezuela, who recently mail** a trip 
up tho Orinoco ami aiolis part of til** 
north coast of that country in the Knit- 
od States gunboat W ilm ington, hue sent 
an interesting account of tho voyage to 
the state department. 
IL* says in part 
“ The Orinoco river is about 20 miles 
wide at its mouth and flow’s over an im ­ 
mense bar, which it took us an hour to 
clear. 
The muddy waters of the river 
project many miles seaward and are 
noticeable about the tim e land jh sig h t­ 
ed. 
Tiler** ar** no steering marks or 
lights or lighthouses on this coast of 
Venezuela. 
The river loses half its 
width about 50 miles above the J3oca 
Grande, and the hanks on either side, 
very low throughout the delta region, 
are 
thickly covered w ith 
trees and 
plants. Th** tropical vegetation is sump 
tin usly beautiful. 
“ I made a point of stopping wherever 
there were any considerable American 
interests near the Orinoco. 
The first 
place of this character was Manoa, the 
seat of the Im ataea mines. These come 
out almost to the w ater’s edge at Ma­ 
noa, which is situated on the Imataea 
river, about five m iles alleve its con­ 
fluence with the Orinoco. The mines are 
rich in iron ore of a very desirable qual 
tty, and there is at this tim e a tight 
over their possession in the Venzuelan 
courts. 
“ Santa Catalina, an ancient hamlet 
on the Santa Catalina river, three m iles 
from its jnnction with the Orinoco, is 
the headqnarters of the Orinoco Com­ 
pany, lim ited, an American company 
which has a concession from the Vene­ 
zuelan governm ent authorizing it to ex ­ 
ploit some 2,000 square miles of terri­ 
tory in the Orinoco valley. 
The com 
pany has erected a large frame building 
at Santa Catalina, which it uses a* of­ 
fices and living rooms for its officers 
Much work in the way of research and 
exploration has been accomplished, but 
no organized efforts at colonization have 
been made. The main product from the 
lands of the Orinoco company at present 
is balata, a substitute for rubber. There 
ar** great possibilities 
for work and 
wealth on the concession of tho Orinoco 
company, and there is every reason to 
think that the mineral deposits are v a ­ 
ried and rich. The soil is extrem ely fer­ 
tile and the clim ate as agreeable as it is 
anywhere in this part of the country. 
The Orinotre company has a capital 
stock of $U0, OOO, OOO. 
“ Tho first towu of consequence at 
which we stopped waH Barrancas, about 
half wTay between the month of the 
Orinoco and Ciudad Bolivar. 
It is also 
near the mouth of the Mac a roo, a delta 
stream which enters the gulf of Pana. 
not a great distance 
from Port of 
Spain and which furnishes the only 
practicable inland route for river steam ­ 
ers from Port of Spain to Orinoco. Bar­ 
rancas is of some commercial interest, 
for the reason that it is an assem bling 
aud shipping point for cattle, most of 
which are sent to Cuba. This trade has 
come into being since the war. 
“ The W ilm ington also stopped at St 
Felix, a town of some 2 ,OOO inhabitants, 
six or eight hours from Barrancas in 
the direction of Ciudad Bolivar. 
This 
is tho point of departure from tho river 
for persons bound for the El Callao gold 
m ining district. 
It is stated that more 
than $40,000,000 in gold has been ship­ 
ped from St. Felix in recent years 
There has been for several years little 
activity in this region, but there are 
indications that a revival of interest is 
at hand, and American capitalists are 
trying to get from the Venezuelan gov­ 
ernment a concession giving them au­ 
thority to build a railroad from St. 
Felix to the goldfields, some 15 m iles 
distant. 
When this road is built, it 
w ill be one of the most profitable in 
South America, for all the traffic to 
and from the mines w ill have to pass 
over it, and Hie region w ill develop rap­ 
idly when it has com munication by rail 
w ith the outside world. 
“ At ( (iianta, the port for Barcelona, 
which is 12 miles inland, we found the 
president of the state aw aiting us. 
He 
was entertained on the W ilm ington and 
one of the Colt automatic guns was 
fired for his diversion. 
This gun, firing 
some 500 shots a minute, produced a 
vivid impression here, as it did else­ 
where. 
I made a point of having this 
gun tired any time there were any 
army officials on hoard, and the result 
is that an order has been sent to the 
United States for several of them. This 
is the first order for artillery that has 
been sent to the United States by the 
Venezuelan government for a very long 
time. 
Indeed there is no record of any 
lither. 
“ The visit of the W ilm ington made 
a strong and an agreeable impression 
wherever she went in Venezuela.

All authorities agree th a t it is next 
? impossible to decide w ith any degree 
it accuracy which tribes formed the 
original inhabitants of the islands, a l­ 
though various data lead to the belief 
that they were the Negritos and the 
Indios, who to this day form tw o dis­ 
tinct races. 
When the Spaniards first 
landed, it was their belief that the N e­ 
gritos were the aborigines and that the 
Indians subsequently invaded the ter­ 
ritory, driving the Negritos back into 
the interior. The Indians are today the 
predominating race, w hile the Negritos 
are found only in the 
provinces of 
bataan, Mariveles, N ueva Ecija and on 
tile island of Mindoro. 
The Indios are said to have received 
this name on the first landing of the 
Spaniards on account of their resem­ 
blance to the 
Spanish-American I n ­ 
dian-- 
Hut they have m any points in 
<. limioii with the Malay. Their color is 
tin same and the features, character 
and customs are similar. 
The Tagalog 
is somewhat better looking and more J 
vin!' than the Malpy, but the Visayan, ! 
.’motlier branch of the Indios, differs 
very little from the Malay. The term 
“ Indio” is at present applied to those 
Filipinos who have accepted the author­ 
ity tit the whites and the ministration 
ol the Catholic clergy. 
Those tribes to the south who have 
steadily adhered to their Mohammedan 
religion are called Mores, or Moors, while 
the savage tribes who had never sub­ 
mitted to civilized government and who 
Kill practice their old pagan rites are 
termed In fideles, or Infidels. The tribes 
of the Indios predominating at the pres­ 
ent time are the Tagalogs, or Tagals, 
the Visavans, the Cebuanos and the 
Ilocanos, the latter two much less im ­ 
portant than the former. 
Of the former the most numerous are 
the Visayans, inhabiting the group of 
islands to the south of Luzon. 
They 
number some 2.500,000 souls. 
Next in 
importance as to num bers are the T a ­ 
gals, who are said to he the most a d ­ 
vanced and civilized of all the Filipinos. 
There are about 1,500,000 .speaking the 
I aga lese tongue.

The case opened w ith Doctor M ar­ 
shall on the stand. 
Solicitor M cGarry 
-,ad the attorneys had agreed to take 
his testimony first so th at it could be 
preserved. 
Doctor Marshall stated that he hod 
passed upon the ordinance in communi- 
itiou with the mayor aud authorized 
}nm to affix his signature to it. 
He 
,aid he supported 
the ordinance on 
March 14- The ordinance was shown to 
him and he identified it. He stated that 
hi- name was not on there as a member 
f the committee, and he did not sign it 
in person, although he had declared it 
passed. 
He did not authorize the clerk 
to -ign his name to this ordinance, but 
had given him instructions to sign all 
ordinances that were passed. 
A ttorney Cook moved th at the case 
be dismissed because the affidavit is de­ 
fective and second 
because the ordi­ 
nance is unconstitutional, contrary to 
the statutes of Ohio, and not passed ac­ 
cording to the rules of council. He con­ 
tended that the affidavit did not charge 
that the defendant know ingly com m it­ 
ted the crime. 
He said if the shutters 
were closed by an agent of Geon’s 
without him know ing it, the court 
. cold not hold him guilty. 
He cited 
numerous decisions in support of his 
position. 
Taking up the ordinance Attorney 
Cook said there w as nothing to show; 
who 
introduced the ordinance into I 
. onneU. 
He read the rules of council, 
to show where all ordinances introduced 
must bear the name of the party intro­ 
ducing them . 
The rules also provide J 
that the ordinance should be signed by 
the president of council, mayor and 
solicitor. 
This had not been done, and 
-•o, for these reasons, he contended that 
the ordinance was invalid. 
Clerk Hanley was put on the stand 
and said the paper presented was the 
original ordinance. 
He identified the 
ordinance book and also the m inute 
book. 
He stated th at he placed both 
signatures to the ordinance, aud said he 
attached the signature by authority of 
the president, and it had been a custom 
for years. 
Attorney Cook broke loose again w ith 
numerous authorities to show th at the 
rules of council had been violated in 
passing the ordinance. 
He quoted from 
the statutes to show th at ordinances 
must be signed by the president and 
clerk.

TRIP UP THE ORINOCO. 


Minister Loomis W rites of Inte­ 
rior Venezuela’s Resources. 


MINES ARE RICH IN IRON AND GOLD.

The Hon. Frank Ii. Loomis, m inister 
to Venezuela, who recently made a trip 
tip the Orinoco and along part of the 
north coast of that country in the U nit­ 
ed States gunboat W ilmington, has sent 
an interesting account of the voyage to 
the state departm ent. He says in part 
“ The Orinoco river is alwjnt 20 miles 
wide at its m outh aud flows over an im ­ 
mense bar, which it took ns an hour to 
ch ar. 
The muddy w aters of the river 
project m any miles seaward and are 
noticeable about the tim e land is sight 
ed. 
There are no steering m arks or 
lights or lighthouses on this coast of 
Venezuela. 
The river loses half its 
w idth about 50 milee above tho Boca 
Grande, ami the banks on either side, 
very low throughout the delta region, 
are thickly covered with trees and 
plants. The tropical vegetation is sump 
tnonsly beautiful. 
“ I made a point of stopping wherever 
there were any considerable American 
interests near the Orinoco. 
The first 
place of this character was Manoa, the 
■eat of the Im ataca mines. These come 
out almost to the w ater’s edge at Ma­ 
nna, which is situated on the Im ataca 
river, about five miles above its con­ 
fluence w ith the Orinoco. Tho mines are 
rich iii iron ore <»f a very desirable qual 
tty, and there is at this tim e a tight 
over their possession in the Venzuelan 
courts. 
“ Santa Catalina, an ancient hamlet 
on the Santa C atalina river, three miles 
from its junction with the Orinoco, is 
the headquarters of the Orinoco Com­ 
pany, lim ited, an American company 
which has a concession from the Vene­ 
zuelan governm ent authorizing it to ex­ 
ploit some 2,000 square miles of terri­ 
tory in the Orinoco valley. 
The com­ 
pany has erected a large fram e building 
a t Santa Catalina, which it uses a* of 
flees and living rooms for its officers 
M uch work iii the way of research and 
exploration has been accomplished, but 
no organized efforts at colonization have 
been made. The main product from tie* 
lands of the Orinoco company at present 
is balata, a substitute for rubber. There 
are great possibilities for work and 
wealth on the concession of tho Orinoco 
Company, and there is every reason to 
thiuk that the m ineral deposits are va­ 
ried and rich. The soil is extremely fer­ 
tile and the clim ate as agreeable as it is 
anyw here hi this part of the country. 
The Orinoco company bas a capital 
stock of $30,000,000. 
“ The first town of consequence at 
which we stopped was Barrancas, alxint 
half way between the m outh of the 
Orinoco and Ciudad Bolivar, 
It is also 
near the m outh of the Macareo, a delta 
stream which enters the gulf of Paris, 
not a groat distance from Port of 
Spain and which furnishes the only 
practicable inland route for river steam ­ 
ers from Port of Spain to Orinoco. Bar­ 
rancas is of some commercial interest, 
for the reason that it is an assembling 
aud shipping point for cattle, most of 
which are sent to Cuba. This trade has 
come into being since tile war. 
“ The W ilm ington also stopped at St 
Felix, a town of come 2,000 inhabitants, 
six or eight hours from Barrancas in 
the direction of Ciudad Bolivar. 
This 
is the point of departure from the l iver 
for persons bound for the El Callao gobi 
m ining district. 
It iH stated that more 
than $40,000,000 in gold has been ship­ 
ped from St. Felix in recent years 
There has been for several years little 
activity in this region, but there are 
indications th at a revival of interest is 
at hand, and American capitalists are 
trying to get from the Venezuelan gov­ 
ernm ent a concession giving them au ­ 
thority to build a railroad from St. 
Felix to the goldfield!*, some 15 miles 
distant. 
W hen this road is built, it 
will lie one of the most profitable iii 
South America, for all the traffic to 
and from the mines will have to pass 
over it and Hie region will develop rap 
idly when it has comm unication by rail 
w ith the outside world. 
“ At G uant*, the port for Barcelona, 
which is 12 miles inland, we found the 
president of the state aw aiting us. 
He 
was entertained on the W ilm ington and 
one of the Colt autom atic guns was 
tired for his diversion. 
This gun, tiring 
some 500 shots a m inute, produced a 
vivid impression here, as it did else* 
where, 
I made a point of having this 
gun tired any tim e there were any 
ai rily officials on board, aud the result 
is that an order has been sent to the 
U nited States for several of them. This 
is tin first order for artillery that has 
been sent to the United States by the 
Venezuelan government for a very long 
ti m a 
Indeed there is no record of any 
athar. 
“ The visit of the W ilm ington made 
a strong and an agreeable impression 
wherever she went in Venezuela. 
The 
splendid condition aud appearance of 


the men ann tile boat never failed to 
call forth praise from those who saw’ 
them. 
As a result of the trip, I think 
it will be found th at American prestige 
has been substantially augm ented and 
the idea of A m erican power and re 
sources, vitalized by the war, enor­ 
mously deepened and widened. 
Prac­ 
tical results are coming, too, in the 
way of increasing commerce w ith the 
United .States, and if our m erchants 
and m anufacturers will take advantage 
of the favorable conditions that have 
been fam ished them they ought to profit 
very largely " —New York Sun

Tho problem w hich confronts 
the 
Toited States in the Philippines is a 
serious one and m ight w ell make the 
i-onutry hesitate in assum ing its grave 
responsibilities. 
The U nited States is 
Ij0t entirely inexperienced in the han­ 
dling of native tribes, and it is to be 
,,.ped that the lessons w hich w e have 
learned 
in dealing 
w ith the North 
American Indians may bear their full 
fruit in deciding as to w hat is best for 
oar oceanic possessions. 
A celebrated anthropologist says that 
m country presents such a good field 
•cr th** study of the hum an race as do 
iii. Philippines. There are no less than 
, distinct Filipino dialects that are 
aim wd to lie in use in the islands, and 
th,** do not include the m any slight 
variations in adjoining 
islands and 
provinces. 
This gives some idea of the 
•, I. rogcneons com position of the people 
w ho a re now trying to gain their inde- 
I, nd- nee and striving after self govern- 
lii* ut 
All authorities agree that it is next 
t* impossible to decide w ith any degree 
accuracy which tribes formed the 
original inhabitants of tile islands, al­ 
though various data lead to the belief 
that they were the N egritos and the 
Indios, who to this day form tw o dis­ 
tinct races. 
When the Spaniards first 
landed, it was their belief that the N e­ 
gritos were the aborigines and that the 
Indians subsequently invaded the ter­ 
ritory, driving the N egritos back into 
the interior. The Indians are today the 
predominating race, w hile the N egritos 
are found only in the provinces of 
Bataan, Mali voles, N ueva E cija and on 
the island of Mindoro. 
Th** Indios are said to have received 
this name on the first landing of the 
Spaniards on account of their resem­ 
blance to the 
Spanish-Am erican In­ 
dians 
Hut they have many points in 
minium with the Malay. Their color is 
til* sam* and the features, character 
and ( ustoins are similar. 
The Tagalog 
is somewhat better looking and more 
va ii** than the Malpy. but the Visayan, 
nether branch of the Indios, differs 
very little from the Malay. The term 
“ Indio” is at present applied to those 
Filipinos who have accepted the author­ 
ity of the whites and the m inistration 
cd the Catholic clergy. 
Those tribes to the south who have 
Headily adhered to their Mohammedan 
religion are called Moros, or Moors, while 
the savage tribes who had never sub­ 
mitted to civilized governm ent and who 
•till practice their old pagan fifes are 
termed I ii fide lee, or Infidels. The tribes 
of tile Indios predom inating at the pres­ 
ent time are the Tagalogs, or Tagals, 
the Visayans, the Cebuanos and the 
Ilocanos, the latter tw o much less im ­ 
portant than the former. 
‘>f the former the most num erous are 
the Visayans, inhabiting the group of 
alands to the south of Luzon. 
They 
number some 2,500,000 souls. 
N ext in 
uiiportanct as to numbers are the Ta- 
gals, who are said to be the most ad­ 
vanced ami civilized of all the Filipinos. 
There are about 1,500,000 speaking the 
'I agalese tongue. They have the reputa­ 
tion of being the pioneers of the islands 
od have established colonies in most of

He under* ta rids the laws of hospitality 
thus. 
Travelers are always made w el­ 
come. and the I agal will go to great 
trouble aud often to no little expense 
to Ii on st 
and feed a stranger, w hile 
members of his own race are never 
turned from his door 
When an Indio 
passes a baba) w ince til* f a m i l y is at a 
meal, and ho t**els so (lisp >sod, he* greets 
them, takes his place in the circle and 
without further ceiem ony helps him self 
to the* common dish of “ morisqueta. ’* 
No one thinks of questioning him as to 
who he is, where he conies from or 
where In* is going. 
When night over­ 
takes him, he enters the first convenient 
“ suelo — the common sleeping room— 
where the whole fam ily may be asleep, 
and neither man nor woman objects. 
G atherings at festivals and at cock­ 
fights are frequent, but the Tagal is 
not ordinarily gregarious. 
He is no­ 
madic and d ig h t s iii absolute autono­ 
my, subject to no laws except such as 
he is disposed to make for himself. 
He 
has often been called a “ large ch ild .” 
and, in fact, no words could describe 
him more accurately. 
Much has been 
said of lim traditional laziness, and 
there has been much exaggeration. 
Iii th*j field, it is true, his labor is 
worth but little, for he does not take 
kindly to agricultural pursuits, but in 
the cities and villages, employed at the 
various trades and industries, domestic 
tasks and even rough labor, be is not more 
indolent than tin' average inhabitant of 
tropical climes. He lives in an enervat­ 
ing atmosphere; a handful of rice is 
his daily food, but even under these 
conditions he labors from eight to ten 
hours a day without showing unusual 
lassitude or fatigue.

The late stephen J. F ield’s life lh 
the early days of California was full of 
interesting episodes. 
He landed in Sail 
Francisco in 1849 with tw o trunks and 
♦IO iii his pocket. 
L iving and every­ 
thing else was then at fabulous prices, 
and on the second day, after eating 
breakfast, which cost $2, he found he 
bad only $1 in his pocket. 
He had a 
L nudie of t»4 New York newspapers, and 
n fellow passenger sold them on shares 
for $1 each, which brought him iii $35. 
Renting a room 15 by *20 feet for an 
office, he hung out his shingle ami 
waited tor practice. 
In 1850 he was 
elected alcalde after a residence of six 
days in Marysville, Cal., and adm inis 
tared 
justice until displaced by the 
new officers of the state.
